The Yelocipede in Paris.
Pyom Le Courrier doy Kiats Unts

For some time the velocipede has atiracted
public attention in Paris. It is to ba mut
everywhers on our greal thoronghfares, mov-
ing rapidly and ekilinlly through the crowd
of ocarriages aund fool-passengers, and aovom-
plishing marvels of equilibriom noder the
guidsuce of s skilful rider, This rapid and
elegant vebicle of locom.tion has generaslly
two wheela. The thres wheeled ones, owlng
to this third point of support, have a larger
and more comfortable geat, and have also mors
stability, but they move muaoch slower. The
two wheeled velocipede—the classio vehiols,
48 oue may say—excites the most astonishment,
Pleasure-geekers and men of bnosinesa all
stop to follow with curious eye this strange
affair, which might be ealled the democrato
carrisge, and which appesars to golve the pro-
blem of cheap personal locomotion.

In France, people receive every novelty by
langhing st it, and afterwards they begin to
reflect. The guestion of velooipedes, afler
Lhaving passed throngh the first of thess
periods, has entered on the second. Tois
Lold, odd carriage has already talken the right
of & citizam among us. It has {ta special
manufactarers, its professors, and its enthasi-
astio practitioners. It is even used for betting
purpises. Velooipeds race courses, with prizs
aud crowng, have been justitatsd at Vesinet,
and at the Hippodrome, Velooipedes (abbre
viated veloces) to run upon the turt like the
horses of our sportewen. I these counrze:
have not been lnstituted for the physical ame-
lioration of the buman race, thay have smnose
went and diversion for an object, waleh is
gometbhivg.

'aris, however, has not the exclusive privi
lege of this new mwachine; it has iovaded the
provinces. There is not a city in our dapart.
mepts in which the velocipeds may not bLe
sven. Inshort, it is in possession of a verita.
ble fashion or world of its own. This may
not be thought mnch at present, its only
objrct being smusement; but as soon a3 cer
tain lmprovements are made in it we shall see
it vnler npon a more important phase,

This is not the fivst time ths velocipade has
mude its appearance in France. luvented in
1508, it was attempted tonaturalize it in Parls,
Public experimenta were made with {t in the
Jardin du Luxembonrg, bat met with no sue-
cess. It was mounted on very low wheels,
and the rider had to support himself by placing
Lis feet directly on the ground, Buch a me-
chanfsm wns rudimentary, and failed com-
pletely, and it is only in caricatures, those
archives of ridicnle in our country, that we
can find any traces of the experiments wade
in the garden of the Luxembourg in 1508,

Forgotten for more than tweuty years, the
velovipede reappeared in 1550, At this time
a public funetionary, M, Dreaze, perfected the
machive of 1308, He secured the rider’s point
of anpport upon the axletres of the two whesls
instesd of the ground, and created thus the
aotual velocipede. M. Dreuze, who belonged
to the adwministration of post offices, formed
the excellent idea of propozing this machine
for the use of rural postmen, 40 whom, he
argued, it wonld be of great avail in the mat-
ter of speed aud prompiness, and at the same
time cansing them wuch less fatigue. i

M. Creuze’s plan was adopted, but unfor-
tunately at this time winter set in, aud velo.
vipede locomotion presented some difficalties;
the wheels slipped sboat on the hard snow
without advavcing. Ooe wounld have said
that it was only necessary to iron the whesls,
or suspend the uge of the velovipede during
the winter. Government fonnd it the sasiest
way lo snspend their use entirely.

The gawme vehicle appearad some years alter,
under another formm—a littls carrizage upoun
turee wheels aud propelled by the bhands of
the rider. This wachine did not sncceed on
acconnt of the difficalty in guiding it and the
fatigne it caused the guider. It is in fact well
kunown that the gnuscles of the legs can be
exercised much longer than those of the arms.
In all good velocipedes the action of the arms
is mercly complimentary to that of the legs,

We describe in our “*Annde Beientitigne”
for 1560 & machine called the apotrope, in-
veuled by an old naval oflicer, M. Salicis—a
machine that seemed to be a first step, In &
practical way, in the construction of these
vehicles. Weights attaoched to the whesls
lightened the muscular movements of the
rider. ‘The polution of the problem was satia-
factory, and it is to be regretted that little
attention was paid to this machins, A few
improvewents would have gofliced to render
it of certain untility,

‘We have helped resurrect the velocipeda of
1830, invented by Drenze—ibat is, the veloci-
pede of two wheels, with the point of support on
the wheels, and propelleld by the arms of the
rider. The indications are that this time the
movement is in earnest, and will lead to im-
portant reésults. One cannot doubt this in view
of the isterest which this attempt exocites, and
of the continunally increasing nnmber of its
proselytes.

We should be careful, however, not to over-
estimate the real merits of the velocipeds, nor
ery victory before victory is reached. BSuch
a4 it ig, this vehicle can be of great use to pri-
vate individuals for rapid travelling upon
good roads; but this, at present, is the only
way in which it cen be of nse, Bome think
it may be made available for postmen and
the 1unners of telegraph offices in the coun-
try. The idea is an excellent one, but if
they consider the bad condition of our conutry
roada during bad seasons ot the year, they
will agres with us that before this nse of the
velocipede can be made practicable it will be
pecessary to make such improvements in it as
will allow of its travelling throngh all seasons
aud npon all roads. To place the velosipede,
a8 now constructed, at the disposal of our
country postmen aund telegraph ronners,
would be a very unfortunats movement, as it
would only result, as in 1830, fo replunging
this power imto the limbo of forgetfulness,
Too great haste often destroys the best pro-
jeots. Lut us, then, perfect this machine be-
fore specnlating upon its use. Lst ns not
gather the fruit while it is yet green, that we
may ot be obliged to throw it away after
havivg tasted it,
